ITALIANS FEAR 
TAX WILL HURT 
WORLD MARTS 


ROME (AP) - Italy has in 


creased its Social Security taxes 
to almost exactly 50 per cent o 
payroll, a record of sorts tha 
has businessmen and more con 
servative politicians jittery. 


They fear the high cost of so- 


cial programs, added to the cos 
pf constantly rising via<ges, wil 
out off the flow of foreign invest- 
inent capital. There is also con- 
cern in business circles that Ital- 
ian goods will be priced out of 
world markets. 


The most recent boost in Socia 


Security taxes—amounting to 3.75 
per cent of payroll—means thai 
for virtually every dollar earnec 
in wages and salaries throughout 
Italy's booming economy the gov- 
ernment rakes in about 50 cents. 
This vast take pays for medical 
care, old age pensions and the 
huge bureaucracy that handles it, 


The taxes are applied to all 


salaries, no matter how large, 
with no cut-off point. On top sal- 
aries, however, the total tax 
slides from 50 down toward 40 per 
cent. The changes, approximately 
42 per cent payable by the em- 
ployer and 8 by the employe, puts 
Italy in an expensive social class 
fcy itself in Europe's developing 
Common Market. 


Belgium's Social Security taxes 


iccme the closest. That country 
levies 27.75 per cent against sal- 
aries and 33.50 per cent against 
wages, with the employer pay- 
ing approximately two-thirds, the 
employe or worker one-third. But 
the Belgian levies have a relative- 
ly low cut-off point, above which 
ho taxes at all are collected. 


French social charges total 20.- 


25 per cent, Holland's 18.8 per 
cent and Germany's 14 per cent, 
variously divided between em- 
ployer and employe.

EXPECT HUGE 
DEFICIT IN 
U,S, BUDGET

WASHINGTON (API-Adminis- 


tration officials are forecasting a 
federal budget deficit this year of 
37.8 
billion. This could be big 


enough, perhaps, to imperil Pres- 
ident Kennedy's plans for a 1963 
tax cut. 


Sen. 
William Proxmire, D-Wis., 


was one of the first Congress 
members to comment today on 
the official deficit estimate an- 
nounced Tuesday by the Budget 
Bureau. 


"Under the circumstances," he 


said, "it would be a serious mis- 
take to give the President the tax 
cut which he indicated last sum- 
mer he will ask when Congress 
resumes." 


It may feavc been no accident 


that, }ust prior to the deficit an- 
nouncement, it was reported that 
the administration was giving 
thought to a gradual tax reduc 
tion that would take effect in/ sev. 
eral steps over a perio dof one 
to two years. Such a plan would 
soften the immediate impact of 
lower taxes. 


The Budget Bureau said several 


factors were responsible for dash- 
ing its- dream of keeping out of 
the red in the current fiscal year 
that began July 1. It said: 


The economy, by falling far 


short of earlier expectations, is 
cutting deeply into forecast rev- 
enues. Federal income now is ex- 
pected to total $85.9 billion—down 
$7.1 billion from the estimate Ken- 
nedy provided when he sent the 
budget to Congress last January 
and predicted a $300 million sur- 
plus.

FAILURES HALT

dar troubles, 
informed sources 
said today. 
In neither case was the Army's 
Nike Zeus missile-killing rocket 
launched, these sources said. 
It has been almost four months 
since the Defense Department an­ 
nounced that a Nike Zeus, shot 
from the mid-Pacific Kwajalein 
Atoll, had scored the world's first 
known intercept of a 16,000 mile 
an hour Air Force Atlas ICBM 
target warhead. The Atlas was 
launched from California, about 
5 OOO miles away. 
There have been several lesser 
Nike Zeus tests since, but no of­ 
ficial word on whether any further 
intercepts have been attempted.

FAILURES HALT 
TEST FIRINGS 
OF ANTIMISSILE 


.WASHINGTON (AP)-At least 


two, Nike Zeus antimissile Inter- 
cept tests were short circuited 
last month because of difficulties 
with one of the target intercon- 
tinental .ballistic missiles and ra- 
dar troubles, informed sources 
said today. 


In neither case was the Army's 


Nike Zeus missile-killing rocket 
launched, these sources said. 


It has been almost four months 


since the Defense Department an- 
nounced that a Nike Zeus, shot 
from the mid-Pacific Kwajalein 
Atoll, had scored the world's first 
known intercept of a 16,000 mile 
an' hour Air Force Atlas ICBM 
target warhead. The Atlas was 
launched from California, about 
5,000 miles away. 


There have been several lesser 


Nike Zeus tests since, but no of- 
ficial word on whether any further 
intercepts have been attempted.

sources said one Atlas ICBM fired 
from Vandenberg Air Force Base 
in California did not go the re- 
quired distance 
In the second case, sources 


said radar difficulties developet 
after the Atlas bad been launched 
from Vandenberg. The exact na 
ture of the difficulties was not 
known. 
The Army and the Air Force re- 


fused to tal k about the tests 
which occurred several weeks 
apart during October.

All Single Men To Be Drafted 
First, Hershey: Washington. Sept. 
I (AP) — Maj. Gen. Lewis B. 
Hershey today instructed state 
Selective Service directors to ar­ 
range induction calls so that mar­ 
ried men would not be drafted 
in some localities while single 
men were still uncalled in others.

WOMEN VOTERS 
SORPASS MEN 
AT ELECTIONS 


By H A R R Y W. BALL 
HARRISBURG (AP)-The pun­ 
dits, pollsters and political ex­ 
perts now busy analyzing results 
of the 1962 election might well 
take a second look at the Little 
Woman cf The House 
The female influence on elec­ 
tions has long been suspected. It 
is now a statistical reality. 
There were more women regis­ 
tered to vote than men on Nov. 6 
for the first time in Pennsylva­ 
nia's history. 
IN T ER E ST E D IN POLITICS 


It is not that there has been 
any 
particular 
attrition among 
men al the polls. Rather, it is the 
mounting legions of women taking 
a hand in public affairs. 
In 1940. the number of males 
eligible to vote in Pennsylvania 
outnumbered women 344,055. 
By 1960. this margin had shrunk 
to 12.763, and by voting time in 
1962. women outnumbered men on 
the enrollment books of eligible 
voters by 81,095. 
Any harried male householder 
left with tho Wednesday night 
dishes could already have attest­ 
ed to the mounting influence of 
women on elections. 
STARTED CO FFEE HANDS 
There are the various female 
fan clubs for candidates and the 
indomitable league of women vot­ 
ers. And who do you suppose in­ 
troduced “ koffee klatches" and 
such gimmicks to American pol­ 
itics? 
This situation has been flower­ 
ing ever since the secretary of 
state proclaimed on Aug. 16, 1920. 
that under the 19th Amendment, 
women henceforth would have the 
right to vote. 
Nevertheless, pundits still poke 
around the ruins of post election 
debacles looking for reasons. 
What they find, reaffirmed with 
increasing 
emphasis 
from 
one 
election to Hie next, is that people 
nowadays are "Voting for the 
man; not the party.’’ 
And who are the “ men” they 
are voting into office nowadays? 
Why. 
the 
handsome 
collar-ad 
types that look good on television. 
True, the people who get elected 
nowadays are not altogether the 
young collegiate types. There's 
Sen. Joe Clark, who just turned 
61 last month. 
But for all his 6i years. Sen. 
Clark still has all his hair and 
can actually manage a boyish ap­ 
pearance when he wrinkles his 
nose in that infectious grin. 
There are knowledgeable insid­ 
ers of the Grand Old Party who 
think 
maybe 
the 
Republicans 
might have had a better chance 
trying to oust Sen. Clark with a 
photogenic 
candidate like 
Ray 
Shafer, the nevi’ lieutenant gover­ 
nor-elect.

All Single Men To Be Drafted 


First, Hershey: Washington, Sept

WASHINGTON (AP) — The ad- 


ministration tosses ite tax reduc- 
tion idea into a big roomful of 
industry, labor and civic leaders 
today and invites a free-for-all 
debate on how, when and whether 
to cut.

closed doors. And Walter W. Hell- 
er, chairman of President Ken- 
nedy's Council of Economic Ad- 
visers, gave notice Wednesday 
night that Kennedy already has 
made his basic decision on how 
to jog a jaded economy. 


"The basic economic case for a 


tax cut," Heller said, "rests on 
clear economic principles, now 
well known, repeatedly demon- 
strated, and widely accepted'.

"To remove the dual tax drag 


on the economy—both tie drag on 
markets and drag on incentives- 
is a central concern of today's 
economic policy in the Kennedy 
administration.'' 


He spoke before a special ex- 


panded meeting of the President's

ory Committee. It was, expanded 
by the invited participation of 
some 150 other execuaves, union 
chiefs, economists and public offi- 
cials. 
Heller rejected the idea, voiced 


by some members of Congress, 
that tax reduction has become un- 
thinkable in view of this fiscal 
year's expected $7.8 billion budget 
deficit announced on Tuesday. Tax 
reduction would deepen the red 
ink.

federal deficits under present con­ 
ditions of limited industrial capac­ 
ity and stubbornly high unemploy­ 
ment. 
But one of the reasons given for 
the big spurt in .Week prices since 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev saki 
he wouldn’t start a war over Cuba 
was the belief in Wall Street that 
Hie economy was in for a forward 
spurt, with big government spend­ 
ing as one of the bolstering fac­ 
tors. 
Defense may well cost more 
And space projects are mire to. 
But the jump this year in the 
Treasury deficit is traceable to 
defense spending ady to a minor 
degree. Defense costs rose only 
slightly over the previous year.

The latest Treasury estimate on 
its deficit in the current fiscal 
year is $7.8 billion. In fiscal 1962

•years is the main reason the fed­ 
eral debt has risen to more than 
$302 billion. 
This year rising expenditures is 
part of the fault. But the adminis­ 
tration's chief disappointment is 
that business didn’t make as much 
profits as it had hoped—so the 
corporate income tax receipts are 
short of expectations, although to­ 
tal corporate profits foi 1962 may 
well be at a record high. And per­ 
sonal incomes this year are at a 
record. But they. too, haven’t gone 
as high as first estimated, so col­ 
lections on personal income disap­ 
point the Treasury. The total 
shortfall from earlier revenue ex­ 
pectations ig $7 billion 
The administrat ion hope is thai 
the deficit—the government pump- 
trii more money into the economy 
than it is taking out—and the mill 
promised tax cuts will help get 
business activity back kilo higher 
gear, Thus profits will rise—if 
costs don’t rise too fast, also—and 
there will be more Treasury rev­ 
enue. 
And more people will be work 
ing and making more from vari­ 
ous activities — and again the 
Treasury will get more money, 
even if the tax rales themselves 
are lower. 
Whether it will work out that 
way will be widely debated.

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Tax Collections Up $4.5 
Billion But U.S. In Deficit 


By SAM DAWSON

NEW YORK (AP)-Unde Sam 


is collecting more in taxes this 
fiscal year than last— $4. Sbillion 
more, in fact. But be is spending 
more, too— ^it least $6 billion 
more. And BO he's running further 
into the red— the third yeai of 
steadily rising deficits. 


Plans for still higher spending 


next year, plus a promised cut in 
taxes which will hold down rev- 
enues, foreshadow a continuing 
deficit^-to make it four years in a 
row. 
INFLATION DENIED 


Many stock traders have inter- 


preted this as inflationary— de- 
spite repeated denials by adminis- 
tration economists that any fur- 
ther inflation will be triggered by 
federal deficits under present con- 
ditions of unused industrial capac- 
ity and stubbornly high unemploy- 
ment. 


But one of the reasons given for 


the big spurt in stock prices since 
Soviet Premier Khrushchev said 
he wouldn't start a war over Cuba 
was the belief in Wall Street that 
the economy was in for a forward 
spurt, with big government spend- 
ing as one of the bolstering fac- 
tors. 


Defense may well cost more, 


And space projects are sure to. 
But the jump this year in the 
Treasury deficit is traceable to 
defense spending only to a minor 
degree. Defense costs rose only 
slightly over the previous year. 
Spending on other programs in- 
creased more. And a soaring fed- 
eral debt means higher outlays in 
interest payments. 
DEFICIT HIGHER 


The latest Treasury estimate on 


its deficit in the current fiscal 
year is $7.8 billion. In fiscal 1962 
.it was S6.3 billion and in fiscal 
1961 the deficit was $3.9 billion. 
This $18 billion shortfall in three 


•years 'if the main reason the fed- 
eral debt has risen to more than 
$302 billion. 


This year rising expenditures is 


part of the fault. But the adminis- 
tration's 'chief disappointment is 
that business didn't make as much 
profits as it had hoped—so the 
corporate income tax receipts are 
short of expectations, although to- 
tal corporate profits foi 1962 may 
well be at a record high. And per- 
sonal incomes this year are at a 
record. But they, too, haven't gone 
as high as first estimated, so col- 
lections on personal income disap- 
point the Treasury. The total 
shortfall from earlier revenue ex- 
pectations is $7 billion. 


The administration hope is that 


the deficit—the government pump- 


more money into the economy 


than it is taking out—and the still 
promised tax cuts will help get 
business activity back into higher 
;ear. Thus profits will rise—if 
costs don't rise too fast, also—and 
there will be more Treasury rev-

Lower Court Must Decide 
Liability In Bowling Case

PHILADELPHIA 
(AP* - The 


Pennsylvania Supreme Court says 


a lower court trial must settle the 
question of how long a visible for­ 
eign object must be on the run­ 
way of a bowling alley before the 
operator of the business become* 
liable for damages in case of an 
accident. 
The Supreme Court handed down 
the 8-1 decision Tuesday, acting 
on an appeal hy Mrs. Dolores Da 
vanti, 38, of Jeannette, who filed 
a damage claim against the own­ 
ers of Bowl-A-Rama in Jeannette 


CLAIMS INJURY 


Mrs, Davanti said a sticky sub­ 
stance on the folor caused her to 
fall and suffer injuries in Septem­ 
ber 1958. The case was thrown out 
by the lower court judge on the 
grounds there was no proof that 
the bowling alley operators knew 
the substance was on the floor. 


In the majority opinion. Justice 
Michael A. Musmanno wrote: 


"There would be a duty on the 
part of a bowling alley owner to 
make certain that the runway is 
smooth and clear of obstruction 
just before a bowling game is to 
begin, as much as there would be 
a duty on the part of a swimming 
pool proprietor to make certain 
that a bar of soap is not resting 
on a diving board just before he 
opens the pool to the public.’' 
Chief Justice John C. Bell Jr.

—Unanimously rejected a claim 
by M. L. Taggert, principal of 
the junior high school at Canons­ 
burg, Pa,, that he be paid a year’s 
salary for nine months work and 
receive extra compensation for the 
tenth month. 
Taggert originally signed a con­ 
tract as a teacher calling for nine 
month's work. Since 1956 he has 
been working an extra month as 
principal. 
In affirming a lower court de­ 
cision, Musmanno wrote: 
"The principal cannot close his 
desk or his mind to his respon­ 
sibilities at the end of a teaching 
day. The principal's work is never 
fully done, just as a captain of a 
ship never really sleeps.”

The four railroads are — The 
Pennsylvania, the New York Cen­ 
tral, the Pittsburgh and Shawmut 
Railroad and the Pittsburgh and 
Lake Erie, a New York Central 
subsidiary. 
They hope to get other major 
coal carriers to join in. The pro­ 
posed cut would involve only solid

400-MILE PIPELINE 
Besides the projected 400-mile 
coal slurry pipeline, rising com­ 
petition by utilities of residual fuel 
is another target of the railroads’ 
action. 
The proposed rail ait would 


amount to 17 to 20 per cent or 
about 85 cents a ton. It would ap­ 
ply primarily to shipments des­ 
tined for South Amboy. N. J., to 
be loaded there on barges and de­ 
livered to generating stations fro 
mg on New York harbor and ad­ 
jacent waters. Atypical reduction 
would be up to $3.53 per ton from 
the present $4.38 on coal origin­ 
ating in the Clearfield, Pa., area. 
The rate proposal now Is being 
circulated among other roads on 
the eastern seaboard and opera­ 
ting in the Middle Atlantic States. 
New tariffs will be filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commis­ 
sion if an agreement is reached.

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Lower Court Must 
Liability In Bowling Case 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
PHILADELPHIA (AP) - The 


Pennsylvania Supreme Court says 
a lower court trial must settle the 
question of how long a visible for- 
eign object must be on the run- 
way of a bowling alley before the 
operator of the business becomes 
liable for damages in case of an 
accident. 


The Supreme Court handed down 


the 6-1 decision Tuesday, acting 
. on an appeal by Mrs. Dolores Da- 
vanti, 38, of Jeannette, who filed 


„ a damage claim against the own- 
ers of Bowl-A-Rama in Jeannette. 
' CLAIMS INJURY 


Mrs. Davanti said a sticky sub- 


stance on the folor caused her to 
fall and suffer injuries in Septem- 
ber 1958. The case was thrown out 
by the lower court judge on the 
grounds there was no proof that 
the bowling alley operators knew 
the substance was on the floor. 


In the majority opinion. Justice 


Michael A. Musmanno wrote: 


"There would be a duty on the 


part of a bowling alley owner to 
make certain that the runway is 
smooth and clear of obstruction 
just before a bowling game is to 
begin, as much as there would be 
a duty on the part of a swimming 
pool proprietor to make certain 


- that a bar of soap is not resting 
on a diving board just before he 
opens the pool to the public." 


Chief Justice John C. Bell Jr. 


said in a dissenting opinion that 
if Mrs. Davanti couldn't see the 
defect when she started bowling, 
and "which she claims existed and 
was right in front of her for 35 or 
40 minutes, how could (the) de- 
fendant have seen it?"- • 
OTHER DECISIONS 


In other decisions, the court: 
—Unanimously rejected a claim 


by M. L. Taggert, principal of 
the junior high school at Canons- 
burg, Pa., that he be paid a year's 
salary for nine months work and 
receive extra compensation for the 
tenth month. 


Taggert originally signed a con- 


tract as .a teacher calling for nine 
month's work. Since 1956 he has 
been working an extra month as 
principal. 


In affirming a lower court de- 


cision, Musmanno wrote: 


"The principal cannot close his 


desk or his mind to his respon- 
sibilities at the end of a teaching 
day. The principal's work is never 
fully done, just as a captain of a 
ship never really sleeps." 
WAGE TAX RULING 


—Again upheld the right of a 


community or school district to 
coUect taxes on wages earned by 
a resident in another state. The 
court ruled in an unanimous opin- 
ion that the Farmington Township 
School District of Warren County 
properly adopted in 1958 and is

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SPLIT BREAKS 
OUT IN SECOND 
ROME COUNCIL

VATICAN CITY (AP)—A deep 


split developed in the Roman 
Catholic 
Ecumenical 
Council 


Wednesday over divine revela- 
tion — the first major theological 
SHbject put before the world-wide 
gathering. 


The divine revelation 
project 


deals with scriptures and tradi- 
tion which the Roman Catholic 
Church holds are the twin sources 
of the revealed word of God. It 
teaches that tradition includes 
writings not found in the Gospels 
Protestants do not accept that the 
tradition contains the revealed 
word of God. 


What the project proposes to do 


was not announced. 


The project had barely been in- 


troduced in the council in St. Pe- 
ter's Basilica this morning, a 
spokesman said, when speakers 
began to attack it.

Vestments, altar fittings and 


church decoration came up at the 
end of three weeks of discussions 
of liturgical matters. 


"One bishop got up and said the 


cappa magna should be done 
away with," a specialist serving 
the council related. 


The garment is a great cape 


with flowing tram that prelates 
wear on solemn occasions. 


"The cappa magna used to be 


worn for a very practical reason 
—to keep the back of the horse 
dry," the council adviser said. 


"I don't want to be critical," 


said Tate, "but it was like two 
boys fighting in the street and 
they (the police) didn't want to 
gc involved."

OFFICIAL ASKS 
POLICE COVER 
ON TEAMSTERS 


PHILADELPHIA (AP) — Atty. 


Gen. Robert F. Kennedy has per- 
sonally asked Philadelphia police 
to insure against violence during 
a forthcoming election to decide 
whether the Local 107 or an in- 
surgent group will represent the 
teamsters in the Philadelphia area. 


This was disclosed Tuesday by 


Mayor James H. J Tate. Tate 
said Kennedy called him last Fri- 
day to tell of reports he had re- 
ceved that police "were not doing 
anything about" clashes between 
Local 107 and the dissident group 
—the Voice of the Teamsters. 


The Voice seeks to oust Secre- 


tary-treasurer Raymond Cohen 
and other officers of Local 107. 


"1 assured him this was not 


the case," said Tate. However, 
said the mayor. Kennedy insisted 
«n some "positive action" and he 
complained that police had "been 
too slow."
